Alabama Delegation Composed 
of Parker Men, 


New York Jurist Considered Most 


Available Candidate By Alabama 
Democrats, But Convention 
Left Delegates Free After 
Applying Unit Rule. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 25.—The demo- 
cratic state convention was held in Mont- 
gomery today, and dispatched its work 
in a few hours. While no- instructions 
were given, the resolutions adopted recited 
that at the present time Judge 
Alton B. Parker is the most 
available and acceptable candidate 


for . the nomination for the  presi- 
dency, and that the sentiment of the 


convention is for his nomination. The 
unit rule was put in force, and.an over- 
whelming majority of the delegates elect-_ 
ed favor the nomination of Parker. 
Edward L. Russell, general counsel for 
the Mobile end Ohio railroad;' Colone! 
H. S. D. Mallory, chairman of the state 
democratic committee; William Richard- 
son, congressman from the eightth dis- 
trict, and Rufus N. Rhodes, editor. of 
The Birmingham News, were elected del- 
egate at large to the St. Louis conven- 
tion. Rkchmong Pe:bien Hobson, of 
Greensboro, and William H. Samford, of 
Troy, were nominated, for democratic 


electors at large. 
Colonel Henry B. Gray, of Birmingham, 


was temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion, and Carson C. Whitson, of Talla- 
dega, was permanent chairman. 
Major Screws Withdraws. 

While the temporary organization was 
proceeding and before the order of busi- 
ness had been adopted, Major W. W. 
Screws, editor of The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser, in an ¢loquent speech, declined the 
use of his name for candidate for dele- 
gate at large. Mayor Screws followed 
the banner of Palmer and Buckner in 
1896, and as he sald, {t seemed that there 
was a sentiment among the delegates 
that his election would leave a bad tasta 
in the mouths of many, he withdrew from 
the race. ’

It seemed to be the overwhelming 
sentiment of the delegates that the vote 
of Alabama would be cast for Judge Par- 
ker. Of the four delegates at large, all 
favor Judge Parker; and of the eightcen 
district delegates ten are for the New 
York jurist. 

Senators Morgan and Pettus were pres- 
ent and occupled seats on the platform. 
Each delivered a short address. Senator 
Pettus declared that it was the time for 
work, and not for speech-making. Sena- 
tor Morgan spoke of the conservative 
spirit now prevalent in the democratic 
party, and predicted that with the nomr- 
nation of a man on whom the party 
could unite a sweeping victory: would. be 
won in November. 


Ovation Given Hobson. 

Richmond .’‘earson Hobson, who for the 
first time made his apearance in a state 
convention, was wildly cheered by -the 
delegates. 

The salient features of the platform, 
which was adopted unanimously follow: 

“We emphatically protest against the 
sei Pots of tre préerent chief executive of 
the United States in defying the laws of 
the land, in setting up his discretion in 
opposition to explicit provisions of the 
national statutes, and arrogating to him- 
self- legislative functions. We condemn 
imperialism in either the executive or 
judicial departments of the governmenr, 
and especially condemn the flagrant usur- 
pation of power to which this country has 
been treated in recent years, and the cor- 
ruption and extravagance of the present 
national republican administration. 

"While this convention does not instruct 
the delegation from Alabama to the com- 
ing national convention, as to the candi- 
dates for whom its vote shal] be cast at 
such convention, but prefers to leave the 
delegation free to cast its vote there for 
a unit, as a majority thereof may then 
decide with all the lights before them, 
yet we, considering the situation as it is 
now before us, do hereby declare that, 
recognizing his eminence fitness for the 
place, and his exalted character, as a 
man, we believe that Judge Alton Brooks 
Parker, of New York, is the most avail- 
able and acceptable candidate of our 
party for the presidency, and that the 
sentiment of the democragy of this state 
is favorable to his nomination. 

“The vote of the Alabama. delegation 
to the St. Louis convention shall be cast 
as a unit, as may be decided by a ma- 
jority thereof, on all questions submitted 
to the convention.”

AGAINST HEARS | 


Harmon Men Won Qut In 
~—. Convention, 


No One Indorsed For President, But 
Adoption of Unit Rule Puts 
Hearst Out of Running- 
For Ohio Delegate’s 
Votes. 


Columbus, Ohio, May 25.—In the demo- 
cratic state convention here today there 
were three presidential elements involved. 

The Hearst men originally wanted fn- 
structions, but finally limited their op- 
opostion to the unit rule. 

The friends of Oolonel James Kil- 
bourne, of Columbus, who was the demo- 
cratic candidate -for governor three years 
ago, wanted ‘‘indorsement.’’ 

The friends of Judge Judson Harmon, 
of Cincfhnati,, who was attorney ganeral 
under Cleveland, wanted neither indorse- 
ment nor instructions, but the unit rule. 

The Harmon men won out. The plaf- 
form, the briefest in the history of such 
state literature, was adopted as it came 
from Cincinnati, with the exception of 
the 2 cent fare plank that was added at 
the instigation, of: Mayor Johnson, of 
Cleveland, in the convention, 

After the conservatives had defeated 
the radicals at the preliminary meetings 
yesterday, they had today contentions 
among themselves, but the Harmon men 
limited their efforts to avolding efther 
instructions or indorsement, and making 
sure of the unit rule, under which Hearst 
will get no.votes from Ohio, » although 
he has carried at’ least three. districts. 

Grover’s Cousin a Leader. 

One of. the leaders inthe ‘‘combine”’ 
that ‘brought about these’ results: was 
Harlan Cleveland, “of Cincinnati, a cou- 
fin of Grover: Cleveland. He is one of 
the Harmon managers.

vention to vote for the nomination of 
Judge Alton B. Parker, of New York, 
for president, and to vote as a unit on all 
questions, has been agopted. Further 
than this, the convention has not gone. 

A contest for the Knox county represen- 
tation has been the stumbling block. The 
committee on credentials did not report 
until 9:30 o'clock tonight. Its decision 
being in favor of what is known as “the 
regulars.”’ 


almost indescribable. 
finally restored the committee on resolu- 
tions was heand. the report being unani- 
mously adopted. 

The unanimous nomination of Governor 
Frazier was next in order, and at the 
conclusion of his speech of acceptance 
the convention, at 11:05 p. m., adjourned 
until morrow. 

Adams Law Indorsed. 

The platform commends the adminis- 
tration of Governor Frazier and indorses 
the Adams temperance law, renews. al- 
legiance to the fundamental doctrines of 


| the party, demands a reformation of the 


tariff and an investigation of the post- 
office and other alleged frauds in the de- 
Ppartments at Washington. 

In arraigning the present administra- 
tion, the platform, among other things, 
Says’ 

“It is especially necegary to restrict the 
executive head of the federal government 
within the constitutional limits of his 
authority, and no argument of temporary 
expediency can justify the assumption by 
him of powers conferred, exclusively up- 
on the legislative department of the gov- 
ernment, or the violation by him of plain 
provisions of constitutional, statute and 
treaty law. 4 

‘“‘We therefore denounce ghe many un- 
lawful acts and acts of usurped authority 
by the present occupant «®%“the white 
house, as attack upon the very existence 
of constitutional government fn _ this 
country. 

“We favor the prompt construction of 
the trans-isthmian canal, but we con- 
demn the course of the administration in 
deliberately pursuing a lawless, revolu- 
tionary and dishonorable course in that 
matter when the same end could have 
been accomplished lawfully, constitution- 
ally and with honor... We approve the 
course of our senators in their resistance 
of the revolutionary and unconstitutional 
acts of President Roosevelt, in connection 
with this subject.’’ 

Platform Condemns Militarism. 

“We condemn the spirit of militarism 
and imperialism fostered by the present 
administration, which threatens to de- 
stroy the position of peaceful and pros- 
perous securities we have so long -en- 
joyed, and to involve us in aj! the cease- 
less turmoil of European politics.” 

The measure known as the ship subsidy 
bill in congress fs denounced, and turning 
to the race question, the platform says. 

‘President Roosevelt, by his official ac- 
tion, has wantonly precipitated the race 
issue {in a manner involving as a logical 
and necessary sequence social equality 
between the white and colored people of 


this country, and deserves in consequence 
thereof the condemnation of all right- 
thinking people. We believe that the 
negro js entitled tc just treatment and 
full protection of the law, but we also 
Delieve that the welfare of both races 
and the hope of intelligent free govern- 
ment depends upon the unquestioned so- 
cial and political supremacy of the white 
nan. Whoever, by word or act, seeks to 
bring this fact in question is an enemy 
of his country and.of his race. 

“The course of the present administra- 
tion has justly alarmed all conservative 
citizens regardless of party, are we be- 


lieve that the people as well as the pros- 
perity of the country demands the defeat 
of the present occupant of the white 
house.”

Tennessee Coal and Iron Company’s 
Mines At Wylam Burning. 
Men Brought Out One by

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“Birmingham, Ala May 25.—(Spe- 
cial). ire broke out this morn- 
ing at mine No. 5, at Wylam, 
operated by the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company, and is still raging furiously.

BLOODWORTH FOR THE SENATE 


Nominated By Twenty-second Dis- 
trict Convention. 

Barnesville, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)— 
Delegates to the senatorial convention 
of the twenty-second district met here 
today at I! o'clock. Bibb, Monroe and 
Pike counties were all represented and 
the meeting was very harmonious. 

F. M.. Stafford, of Pike, was made 
chairman, and R. ©. Hazelhurst, of Bibb, 
secretary, of the meeting. 

The foilowing resolution changing the 
mode of electing the senator from this 
district back to the old rotation system 
Was passed: 

‘“‘Wihereas, It has been the custom for 
the past six years in the twenty-sccond 
senatorial district to elect a senator by 
a district primary, and 

“Whereas, Such district primarics are 
necessarily very expensive to the candi- 
dates, requiring invariably an active ¢an- 
vass of the three counties, and 

“Whereas, Each county in the dim 
trict has had the advantage or disad- 
vantage Of the district primaries, 

“Resolved, That the old rotatiov sys- 
tem be again established by the eonven- 
tion as the best plan of selecting a sena- 
tor, 

“Resolved, That the system referred to 
be clearly defined as follows: In 1906 
Bib county ‘shall have the right to se- 
lect the senator. He shall be chosen by 
the qualified voters of Bibb county at 
the regular primary election in which 
coumty officers and state representatives 
are nominated: All candidates for the 
office of state senator shal] be reyufred 
to pay whatever assessment is made upon 
them by the democratic executive com- 
mittee of Bibb county. 

“The candidate receiving a plurality of 
the votes cast shall be declared the 
choice of Bibb and the choice of the 
twent#-second senatorial district. The 
chairman of the democratic executive 
committee of Bibb county shall certify 
to the consolidated vote cast for senator 
and transmit same to the chairman of 
the twenty-second senatorial executive 
committee, who shall call a nominating 
convention to be held within thirty days 
after the primary in the county naming 
the senator. The successful candidate

The throng which filled the court room 
through the arguments to the jury hardly 
had time to leave the building before 
the jury was back, and the foreman an- 
nounced that a verdict had been reached. 
General Tyner, expecting a longer wait, 
had been wheeled from the room and his 
nephiw and codefendant hastened to give 
an order which caused him to return, 

General Tyner apeared greatly excited 
as he attempted to face the jury, and 
when the verdict was returned, he broke 
down completely. Several of the jurors 
wept with him, and all of them shook 
hands with him, 

The Tyner-Barrett case was begun on 
May 2, and has been before the court 
nineteen full days. A great mass of tes- 
timony was offered. The prosecutioa 
brought forward an army of witnesses, a 
majority of whom were former officers 
o fbond investment companies, through 
which Harrison J. Barrett, the junior de- 
fendant, was alleged to have protited after 
he Jeft the postoffice department, by 
practicingbefort his uncle, who remained 
in the department, 

The principal arguments made today 
were by A. S. Worthingham, for the de- 
fense, and Major Holmes Sonrad, special 
gounsel for the gowernment, for the 
prosecution.

Town Declared Under Martial Law. 
One Man Killed By Falling Wall. 
List of Property Destreyed 
With Losses — Insur- 
ance Unknown. 


Jackson, Miss., May 25.—(Special:j— 
Yazoo City, the wealthiest town in the 
Mississippi delta, located 45 miles north 
of this city, was swept by the fire fiend 
today and tonight not a single business 
Aouse in the town is left standing. Over 
two hundred buildings were swept by 
the flames and the loss is estimated be- 
tween $2,000,000 and* $2,500,000. The 
first figure will probably cover the to- 
tal destruction. 
" “The fire was beyond all comparison the 
“ most disastrous that has ever occurred 
in the history of Mississippi. Hundreds 
of people are homeless, seeking shelter 
wherever offered and appeals have been 
Sent out to ship in food and provisions, 
Many are destitute, every grocery store 
and provision house having been licked 
up by the flames. 


Under Martial Law. 
Tonight the town is under martial law 
by order of Mayor Holmes. The local 
military company has been called out and 
the Greenwood company is en route to re- 
inforce the local command. Several ne- 


‘groes who were caught in the attempt to 
steal] salvage have been placed under 
arrest. Three persons are known to have 
been seriously injured and rtimors are 
current that several negroes perished in 
the fiames, but these reports cannot be 
confirmed 

The devastation of the business district 
is completa Twenty-eight blocks were 
licked clean by the flames and only the 
blackened brick walls and smoldering 
embers mark the spot where handsome 
buildings once stood. Of the total num-

ber of buildings destroyed fully two.hun- 
dred and fifty were magnificent resi- 
dences many of old colonial architecture 
and ocupied by some of the wealthiest 


citizens of the south, 

The fire started in the residence of John 
Wise, of Main and Mound streets. The 
origin is unknown, the flames being first 
discovered in the parlor, and the occu- 
pants say that there had not been a fire 
in the room for four months. The cause 
is assigned either to defective electric 
wires or rats with matches. 


Course of the Flames. 

From building to building the fire 
leaped down the west side of Main 
street to Jefferson, thence to the east 
side, and within half an hour every 
business structure on the thoroughfare 
had been destroyed. 

From Jefferson te fire burned to the 
river and then started north, sweeping 
evrything jn ‘ts path ‘to Lintonia, @a 
northerly suburb, stopping at Keystone 
lumber yard, after destroying a $75,000 
lumber stock. 

Realizing that the fire was beyond con- 
trol of the local fire department, Mayor 
Holmes sent out appeals for aig, and 
the Jackson fire department, headed by 
Mayor Hemingway, and the Greenwood 
fire department, ‘headed by Governor 
Vardeman, hurried to the scene on spe- 
cial trains. The Jackson special made a 
record-breaking run, covering the dis- 
tance of 45 miles in forty minutes. 

An hour after the arrival of assistance, 
it seemed that’ the firé was almost under 
control, but shortly after hoon iit broke 
out afresh atthe Calumet, Club, destroy- 
ing. that structure, leaping, thence to the 
Magnolia inn, also destroying the whole- 
sale warehouses of the Goyer company, 
containing a $200,000 stock of goods. 

Every white church in town, the Meth- 
odist, Baptist, Episcpalian, Presbyterian 
and Catholic, was burned.. 

Both telegraph offices, the Cumberland 
telephone exchange and the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley passenger depot. 

The four banking institutions, the Elk 
Club, the express offices, postoffice, were 
swept away. 

The only buildings of consequence di- 
rectly exposed which escaped were the 
court house and the Fannie J. Ricks 
memorial library, and through some queer 
prank of fate these were unburned, aJ- 
though surrounded by fire on all sides. 


Did Not Surprise Them. 


Americus,:Ga, May 25.—(Special.)—The 
escape from the penitentiary of J. T. 
Dent recently occasioned mo _ surprise 
when learned here today. Dent was an 
Americus piano dealer, and after com- 
mitting forgeries here fied to California, 
where he was captured and brought back 
to Americus. He pleade guilty and re- 
ceived eight years in the penitentlary, 
escaping in Wilkes county yesterday. 


The Woman Appeared at Window, 
Screaming, and Was Called On 
to Jump, But Being Afraid 
to Do So, Perished—List 
of Property Destroyed. 


Columbia, 8. C., May 25.—(Special.)— 
Fully one-half of the business portion of 
Greenwood was wiped out by fire early 
this morning. The property loss will ap- 
prximate $133,000, with about $70,000 in- 
surance. Mrs. Annie Moseley, propri- 
etress of the Central hotel, lost her life 


‘in the fire. 

The fire originated, it is believed, in 
the kitchen of the Central hotel, located 
in the building owned by J. & D. M. 
Spiget and occupying the entire second 
story. | 

The first alarm was given at 3:15 a. m 
by an éngineer on a Charleston and 
Western, Carolina freight train standing 


in the yard, 
The train crew. was soon on the spot 
and the boarders ware \ awakened by 
them. R. A. Abernethey, who occupied 
the room next to tne kitchen, was almost 
overcome by smoke,, but was able to 
wake Mrs. Moseley, who was sleeping in 
the room next. above him. She was 
greatly excited and began screaming. It 
Was supposed that she would at once es- 
oape, as all the me were doing. The 
fire was eating its way into the build- 
ing with fiendish rapidity and tae 
smoke was already filling every room. 
D. M. Spiel, ne of the owners of the 
building, who has a room in the hotel, 
was the last one to be aroused. He es- 
caped by making his way to the front 
veranda and jumping on the ground. 


Saw Her Die In Flames. 

Mrs. Moseley’s continued screams re- 
vealed her presence in tne building, 
which was completely enveloped by 
flames. The few present, having no lad- 
der, were under the window trying to get 
her to jump. 

Just a few minutes before a ladder ar- 
rived her cries husded and the red tongue 
of flames filling her window told the 
horror-stricken few that her death agony 
had come @nd was over. 

The fire department was soon on. the 
scene—the town team and the two teams 
from the Greendel mills and Greenwood 
mills—and under the direction of Chief 
Asner were ready with their connections 
in a short time. | 

A miserable, petty spout of water was 
all that they had to work with. It is.the 
practice here in case of a fire to cut off 
the connection with the stand pipe and 
start the pumps at the power house. The 
engineer at the power house was not 
aware of the fire, and could not be tele- 
phened, the wires being burned. W. P. 
Durst mounted a horse and rode 2 miles 
out to the power house and had the 
pumps started. By this time the Central 
hotel, store and ware house of J. & D. M. 
Spigel, Greenwood Hardware Company, 
offices of Baker & Nichols, insurance, and 
Greenwood Loan and Guarantee Com- 
pany were completely destroyed.

Army Engineers for the Canal Work 
(It is a matter of sufprise to the 
average American citizen with an ex- 


alted opinion of West Point to learn - 
that the Panama canal is to be con- 


structed without calling on the engi- 
neer corps of the regular army +o 
fill any of the more important engi- 


’ The great military training school 


on the Hudson is generally supposed 
to turn out the finest engineers to be 
found anywhere. ertainly, Uncle 
Sam s neither pains nor expense 
to make his cadets who have a bent 
for civil engineering the masters of 
that great science, and in time past. 
West Point ‘has graduated engineers 
who were at the head of their profes 
sion. Many of the federal govern- 


ment’y’fixed public works in the way 


of river, harbor and other improve- 
ments of like character bear testi- 
mony to the skill of our army en- 
gineers, whose experience is by no 
means confined ta military engineer- 
ing. There is reason to believe that 
our army engineer corps today con- 
tains some of the very finest civil 
engineers in the world. 

Why are not the best of these army 

engineers being given some of: the 
more impo t assignments on the 
Panama canal work? Why is the 
government going to the 7 railroads 
and elsewhere outside the army for 
its chief engineer and the other lead- 
ing engineers on this stupendous 
governmem engineering contract? 
Are not our West Pointers equipped 
to fill such responsible places? Can 
these outsiders, the chief of whom 
receives $25,000 as salary per. annum, 
better do the work than the trained 
engineers whom Uncle Sam intrusts 
with the greatest engineering works 
under federal supervision—works sim- 
ilar in nature to canal construction? 
Are their services in such demand 
elsewhere that they can not be spared 
for the Herculean Panama canal. 
task? 
\. These are the questions with which 
the average American citizen is dis- 
posed to interpellate the government, 
and, in the interest of the public 
service and public economy, he has 
a right to know. 

As one of the tax-payers who sup- 
port West Point, he is naturally in- 
terested in knowing whether the en- 
gineering course in that famous insti‘ 
tution is second to similar training in 
other institutions, and whether the 
men educated therein at Uncle Sam’s

Giving the Old Vet His Dues. 

The north is about to celebrate its 
memorial day, and, from reading a 
number of northern exchanges, we see 
that the same feeling that has been 
cropping out at our southern reunions 
and memorial day celebrations is 
quite manifest among the veterans of 
the federal cause. That feeling is, to 
put it plainly, that the old soldier, 
who, reasonable enough, expects to 
march at the head of the column and 
occupy the center of the stage, is 
being relegated back in the column 
and to a minor part on the stage to 
make way for the fuss-and-feathers 
young gentlemen of more modern mil- 
itary accomplishments, and for—God 
bless them always!—the ladies. 

We note that General Fred D. Grant, 
as the head of a memorial day organi- 
zation, has officially decided that civ- 
il war veterns are entitled to prece- 
dence in the line of march on that 
occasion. General Grant declares, 
truly and appropriately, that the day 
belongs to the veterans and that the 
old heroes deserve to be given the 
place of honor in all ceremonfals inci- 
dent to a proper observance of the 
spirit of “decoration day.” ; 

Really, the question is not an ope. 
one, and it is surprising that the old 
soldiers should have been given cause 
for complaint. They have had cause 
for complaint, however, here in the 
south, and # would seem that a sim- 
ilar unpleasant situation has been de- 
veloping in the north. There has 
been a growing tendency to make re- 
unions and memorial occasions too 
brilliant secial functions, perhaps, and 
too much devoted to gorgeous pa- 
geantry. The spectacular and social 
side has, at least, partially eclipsed 
the eloquent presence of the surviv- 
ing actors in the real war drama of 
the sixties, and they may, at times, 
have had ground to feel themselves 
neglected. — 

The managers of the next confeder- 
‘ate reunion at Nashville have deemed 


the matter of sufficient moment to 


send out to old soldiers the reassur- 
ahce that they will not take a back 
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heat for anything or anybody, this sorts of possibilities in the epidemic 


time, and the reunion promises to be 
especially enjoyable and well attenc- 
éd by the veterans on this account. 
The average old soldier dislikes too 
much fuss-and-feathers and too much 
“society” when he wants to ‘revive old 
memories and renew old comrade- 


ships, even if he does not feel slight- | 


ed by being relegated to an obscure 
place in the parade or on the pr> 
gramme. 

The Constitution hopes enough has 
now been said about this matter, north 
and south, to insure the veterans of 
both armies being given their just 
dues of honor in the future. The gen- 
eral public prefers to give them the 
precedence and shower upon them the 
patriotic tributes. They are the true 
inspiration of such occasions, and they 
alone. 


Mills Still Show Profit. 

In the light of the howl against 
the high ‘price of raw cotton which 
has gone up from the mill owners of 
this country, as well as from the 
manufacturers of England, it is inter- 
esting to note that the record of New 
England mills for the first quarter of 
this year is not nearly so unfavorable 
as had been predicted. 

Instead of being operated at a loss, 
the financial statement of this impor- 
tant district demonstrates that the 
mills have returned fair dividends to 
their stockholders. 

The quarterly statement issued b 
G. M. Haffards & Co., bankers and 
brokers, of Fall River, who are recog- 
nized authorities, shows that for the 
first quarter of the present year— 
January, February and March—the 
average dividend has ben 1.10 per cent 
upon the total capitalization of $21,- 
745,000. Very few of the mills have 
failed to declare a quarterly dividend. 
While in the majority of cases this 
has been 1 or 11-2 per cent, in sev- 
eral it has been 2 and in one case 
8 per cent. : 

The gross quarterly dividend paid 
by these mills to their stockholders 
for that three-ryfonth period was $239,- 
650. It is true that this is slightly less 
than for the corresponding quarter of 
1903, when the @verage rate was 1.38, 
but even with this loss the showing 
is not one to warrant all the gloomy 
predictions that were heard a few 
months ago. It is to be assumed, of

| course, that dividends were declared 


only after the usual sums had been 
set aside for the wear and tear and 
sinking funds which the dictates of 


good financing demand.

Yellow Fever and the Flag. 

The possibility of the Panama-canal 
becoming a factor in introducing yel- 
low fever into the Hawaiian islands, 
Guam, the Philippines and the entire 
Orient is pointed out in an interest- 
ing paper contributed to the fourth 
annual report of the Philippine com- 
mission by Dr. Richard P. Strong, di- 
rector of the biological laboratory at 
Manila. 7 : 

Dr. Strong, who is a scientist of re- 
cognized standing, makes it clear 
that he does not desire to pose as an 
alarmist, but what he says is as a 
word of warning of the necessity for 
clearing the canal zone of the dread 
tropical peril. He shows that the dis- 
ease very often follows the lines of' 
commercial maritime travel and that 
there are on record many instances 
of the introduction of the disease into 
hitherto uninfected regions by ves- 
sels. Speaking on this point, Dr. 
Strong says: 

“One need glance only for a mo- 
ment at the map and then at the sta- 
tistics of cases of yellow fever ia 
numerous seaport towns in 1902 to he 
again impressed by the relationship 
existing between commerce and yel- 
low fever. During that year, among 
the seaport towns of the eastern 
coast of the western continent, Port 
Limon, Progress, Vera Cruz, Tuxpan, | 
Tampico, Rio de Janeiro, Bahia, Man- 
aos, Perambuco, Para and Paramribo, 
and among those on the western 
coast, Panama and Guayaquil, have all 
been frequent sufferers from _ this 
scourge. It does not seem improba- 
ble, therefore, that unless extreme 
precautions are taken against vessels 
passing from these regions and bound 
for the Far Bast, infected ships and 
even cases of yellow fever will be 
conveyed from the above mentioned 
cities to Honolulu, or even directly to 
Guam, Hongkong and the Philippine 
islands.” 

The reason for this danger is, of 
course, well understood since the dis- 
covery by Walter Reed of the mos- 
quito which carries yellow fever. It 
has been discovered that the stegc- 
myia—this particular brand of mos- 
quito—is capable of conveying the 
disease as late as fifty-one days after 
biting a person infected with the dis- 
ease. Should one of these disease- 
bearing insects reach Manila, it would 
in all probability find fallow soil, for 
there the combination of heat and 
humidity is always to be found. As 
Dr, Strong points out, steamers from 
Panama would reach Honolulu in 
about fourteen days and should put 
into Manila by a direct route in twen- 
ty-eight days. Vessels which left 
Panama without a pronounced case of 
yellow fever on board, and even 
reaching Honolulu or Manila without 
any sickness having been developed, 
might prove serious agents of infec- 
tion if they had aboard some of the 
infected mosquitoes. Once the dis- 
ease gets a foothold in either the 
Hawaiian islands or the Philippines, 
or in any part of the tropica] Orient,

A raiher surprising note of protest 
is heard in some quarters of republi- 
canism against the suggestion that 
President Roosevelt may select, nia 
bosom friend, Congressman Lucius 
N, Littauer, as secretary of com- 
merce and labor to succeed Secretary 
Cortelyou. Certain administration or- 
guns are, metaphorically, hoisting 
high their hands in holy horror, and 
declaring that the suggestion must 
be the work of wicked democrats. 

But why not Littauer? Certainly he 
is one of the best possible represent- 
atives of the commercialism which 
controls the republican party these 
days. True, it hag been shown he used 
his place as a member of congress to 
secure for himself and his associates 
certain fat glove contracts from the 
government, but a little thing like thai 
certainly should not act as bar to po- 
litical favor at the hands of the re- 
publican party, Littauer has succeeded 
in having himself renominated for 
congress. Isn’t that answer enough 
to his wicked critics? 

If Littauer wants the job, and he 
does, why shouldn’t he have it? Then, 
too, his selection would be the best 
possible vindication of the statute of 
limitations—and many eminent re- 
publicans are interested in that.

tige to make the present secretary 
the dominating figure in the Empire 
State’s republican organization—a 
place the governor now holds and pro- 
poses to continue to hold. Mr. Gortel- 
you is a New Yorker; as chairman 
of the national committee he might 
be able to build up a following great- 
er than that of Odell, and this the 
governor proposes to prevent if he 
can. 

He may succeed; but it would be a 
rare good thing for the republican 
party of New York if it could claim 
as leader George B. Cortelyou rath- 
er than that discredited representa- 
tive of sand-in-sugar politics, Ben 
Odell.

FROM GEORGIA.”| MORRIS WILL DISTRIBUTE 


PAMPHLET ON HIS CONTEST 


Copies Will Be Sent to Members of Legislature and 
Officials--Gossip from the State 
Capitol. 


ON. N. A, MORRIS, who was 
defeated in the recent primary for 
the nomination as judge of the 
by the incumvent, 
Judge George F, ‘Gober, and whose con- 
test was decided adversely to him, has 
had printed. for distribution 5,000 ‘copies 
of the proccedings in connection with his 
contest before the state executive com- 


mittee. 

The printed pamphiet contains Mr. , 
ris’ origina] appeal to the state commit- 
tee, copies of thirty-odd affidavits pre- 
sented in support of his contentions as 
to irregularities in the election in Fath- 
nin and other counties, the amendment 
to his appeal and fifty or sixty more affi- 
davits in support of claims therein 
made, the proceedings of the State ex- 
ecutive committee in executive session, 
including the resolutions deciding the 
contest in favor of Judge Gober, and 
in conclusion the speech made before the 
etate committee in Mr, Mortis’ vehalf 
by Luther Z. Rosser, one of his attor- 
neys. 

The record in this case makes inter- 
esting reading, as was shown at the 
time of the contest before the state com- 
mittee, whén the substance was printed 
in The Constitution. 

Just what Mr. Morris’ idea in having 
the pleadings and argument in his be- 
half distributed is not made apparent, 
except that he desires to acquaint the 
members of the state convention, mem- 
berg of the legislature and other with 
the features of the case which he pre- 
sented before the cOmmittee. 

It ig stated that these printed proceed- 
ings in the Blue Ridge case will be 
distributed among the members of the 
state convention, members of the legis- 
lature, state officers and others. who 
may be interested in the matter. It is 
not thought, however, that the mutter 
will be in any manner dealt with by 
the gtate convention, Mr. Morris having 
announced his purpose not to carry the 
contest any further. 


State Conventiodh Coming. 

The state convention is only six days 
off. Wednesday morning, June !, will 
find asaembled in the hall of the house 
of representatives at the capitol some 
600 to 600 delegates from al] the coun- 
ties of the state, some counties having 
gent from a half dozen to twenty dele- 
gates, the voting power of each being 
cut down proportionately. 

After Chairman E. T. Brown has call- 
ed the cOnvention to order, temporary 
organization will be effected by the elec- 
tion of Hon, J. J. Spaiding as temporary 
chairman, So far no opposition to Mr. 
Spalding has developed, and it is not 
thought likely that there will be any. 
Following the report of the credentials 
committee, Hon, M. J. Yeomans, of 
Dawson, will be chosen permanent chair- 
man, and.a permanent secretary will also 
be elected, 

The first thing before the convention 
will be the formal nomination of the state 
house officers nominated by the people at 
the primary of April 20. This will be 
done in short order, it being the custom 
of state conventions in the past to pér- 
init no speech-making in connection with 
nominations. 

It is probable also that the unwritten 
rule against speech-making will be in- 
yoked in the case of nOminations for del- 
egates to the national democratic conven- 
tion from the state at large. There are 
some eight or ten candidates for the 
four positions from Georgia, and their 
names will be presented to the convention 
without comment, The same will be true 
of the district delegates whose names

will be presented with the {ndorgement 
of the delegates from the counties com- 
posing the respective congressiona] dis- 
tricts. 

Outside of the foregoing business the 
State convention has only to name thir 


}teen electors for president and vice pres- 


ident of the United States, 

The must tInterestifg question fn een- 
nection with the conyention’s work is as 
to whether it will sehd the delegation to 
St. Louis with or without instructions. 
Various opinions as te what should be 
done in this matter’ have been ex pressed 
by prominent Georgians:: and there will 
no doubt be a breezy discbhssion on this 
Subject. It is generally conceded that 
the delegation will Be sént to St. Louis 
under the unit rule, but the matter of 
instructions is in dettbt.” There is a 
strong sentimeft among many members 
of the convention in behalf of Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker. Whether ft will be suffi- 
clently strong to bring the convention 
to the point of instructions or not re- 
mains to be seen. It may be that the 
convention will rest content with passing 
resolutions indorsing Judge Parker's can- 
didacy, or it is possible it will send the 
delegation with tron bound instructions 
to vote for the choice of New York 
state. 


Signed Many Bonds.

SOUTH ROASTED 
BY DR. MALDEN 


Minister Formerly of South 
Attempts To Foul His 
Nest. 


Pawtucket, R. I., May 25.—The Rev. 
Charles M. Malden, D.D., of Providence, 
R. I., a former resident of the south, 
in an address on “The Evils of Lynch- 
ing,’’ before the state conference of Con- 
gregational churches, today criticised 
Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, and 
Senator Money and Governor Vardqman, 
Of Mississippi. He said in part: 

In framing «he national constitution 
the fathers incorporated in it a guaran- 
tee to every man of a fair trial in the 
established courts of justice. No argu- 
ment is necessary to show that this 
guarantee in many instances hag failed to 
protect. 

“I am bringing no wholesale railing 
accusation against the south. There are 
multitudes of people there who stand as 
firmly for law and order as any to he 
found in New England, but there are 
others who talk most and are heard fur- 
ther and who are systematically foment- 
ing hatred against the negro. Such 
men as Senator Tillman, of South Caro- 
lina; Senator Money, of Mississippi, and 
Governor Vardaman, Of the same state, 
are instances in point. The utterances 
of these men are almost too scandalous 
to print. They are determined to reduce 
the negro to a political monentity and are 
endeavoring to crm@ite the impression 
throughout the country that he is a mon- 
ster of ignorance, depravity and lust 
and incapable of imp-ocv; ment.” 

The speaker held that the negro should 
be trained to the duties of manhood and 
of citizenship and suggested as a remedy 
the exaltation and maintenance of law 
@t every cost, even if necessary to em- 
ploy’ the entire strength of the national 
government to put down the mob and 
protect the prisoner.

OLD CHIEF CHARLES PENIO 
GOES HOME AGED 107 YEARS 


KIAH, CAI, May 25.—Charles 
UJ Penio, tf oldest chief of the Ukiah 

tribe, is dead at Cox ranchero and 
. the Indians are celebrating a death feast. 
Penio was 107 years of age and ruled the 
Ukiahs long before the white settlers 
arrived and the deaths of many whites 
lie at his door. He was judge and jury 
for thé tribe, but was deposed about 
twenty-five years ago for killing Sam 
Warden. Warden and another Indian had 
quarreled over a game of cards and the 


other Indian was killed. Penio was sent 
for and haa Warden tied to a tree to be 
shot. He dodged the first bullet, which 
so infuriated the chief that he seized an 
ax and chopped off Warden’s head. Penio 
was iheld in jail for several months, but 
none of the Indians could be induced to 
testify againat him. Penifo had always 
resented the encroachment of the whites 
and was considered dangerous. He was 
buried in Indian style with his pony and 
War implements. 
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HORATIO KING 
DIES SUDDENLY 


He Was a Well - Known 
Citizen of At- 
lanta. 


Horatio King, of 93 Elizabeth street, 


died suddenly yesterday morning, as tQe 
result of heart failure. 

A few minutes before his death he had 
been talking with one of his sons, Horatio 
Iankford King. His son left him sitting 
In the hall In his invalid chair, and went 
into another room to do some writing. 

He had hardly started on his work be- 
fore he heard a slight nofse in the hall 
where he had left his father. When he 
reached the invalid he found him dying. 

Mr. King had been {ll for about one 
vear, suffering from heart trouble. On 
account of his illness, te had been 
obliged to give up his business and to 
remain at home. 

At the time of his death he was sitting 
in an invalid chair which he had used 
during his illness. While his family knew 
that he was ill, no one/had any idea that 
there was any danger. His death was a 
great surprise to the family and to his 
many friends in the city. 

Mr. King was 58 years old. He had 
been for a number of years a resident 
of Atlanta, and before his illness was 
connected with the King Hardware Com- 
pany. 

No funeral arrangements have as yéet 
been made, on account of the fact that 
the family has been unable to notify one 
of his sons, Lawrence C. King, of the 
death. Mr. King is a traveling man, and 
is at present in Arkansas. 

It is probable, however, that the 
funeral services will be conducted Friday 
afternoon from the residence, 

Mr. King was born near Macon, Ga. 
He was a graduate of a college, and in 
early life was a professor in a Texas col- 
lege. He was a man of wide knowledge 
and of much ability in educational] lines. 

Later in life he became «a lawyer, and 
made a great success in this line of 
work. He was at one time the partner of 
Governor Hogg, of Texas. 

He has been a resident of Atlanta fer 
four years. When,he came here he went 
into business in the King Hardware 
Company with his brother, George King. 

The deceased was a member of the 

resbyterian church. His father was 
Rev.. James Lawrence King, a _ dis- 
tinguished minister. Mr. Horatio King 
served in the civil war as a confederate 
soldier. 

lie is survied by his wife, who before 
her marriage was Miss Josephine Lank- 
ford, of Texas, and his three sons— 
Lawrence C. King, a traveling man; 
Horatio Lankford King. of Atlanta, a 
well-known writer, and George Edward 
King, of the American Telephone Com- 
pany.

For the purpose of deciding whether 
the city Hmits are to be extended beyond 
North Atlanta and for the purpose of 
enabling Mayor Howell to determine 
Whether he is to veto or approve the 
measure which provides for the purchase 
of Piedmcnt park by the municipality, 
the senator from this district in the gen- 
eral assembly of the state and the rep- 
resentatives from Fulton county in the 
Same body, will meet this morning at 10 
O'clock in the council chamber at the 
city hall, and sit as judges during the 
hearing that will be held, | 

Arguments will be presented by both 
sides in the matter. After these speeches 
have been made the question of the pur- 
chase of Piedmont park will be squarely 
up to the local senator and representa- 
tives in the genera] assembly. 

The hearing will be held for the pur- 
pose of allowing the local senator and 
representatives to decide: whether they 
will agree to support such an amendment 
to the charter of Atlanta as will permit 
the municifality to extend its limits as 
far as Fifteemfh street, and upon their 
decision hangs the fate of Piedmont park. 

Mayor Howell has from the beginning 
stated that he would veto a measure pro- 
viding for the purchase of the park un- 
less the city limits are extended. He 
gave as his reason for this position the 
fact that North Atlanta would be most 
benefited by the purcnase of the park, 
although it would also be to the benefit 
of the entire city. 

Must Extend City Limits. 

Atlanta, says the mayor, is not finan- 
cilaliy able at this time to purchase 
the park. Therefore the only means by 
which the place could be purchased, ex- 
cept by increasing the taxes of citizens, is 
by extending the city lHmits, thus in- 
creasing the reveffue of the municipality 
by incorporating what is conceded to be 
the most valuable suburpan residence 
section around Atianta. 

Mayor Howell argues that in any event 


only a few years will elapse before North 
Atlanta becomes a part of Atlanta. He 
therefore takes the position that the res- 
idents of that section should be wiiung 
to become citizens now, thus bearing 
their share of the light tax burden of 
the municipality and helping to pay in 
that way for the purchase of the park 
that is to benefit principally their section 
of the city. 

During the hearing that is to be held 
this morning Mayor Howell will be pres- 
ent, as will also the members of the 
general council, who voted last Monday 
afternoon unanimously in favor of ex- 
tending the city limits. Present aiso 
will probably be a number of North 
Atlanta residents, who favor having 
their territory annexed by Atlanta. 

Both Sides To Be Present. 

The other side will not be unrepresent- 
ed. There are a number ur eisrzens of 
North Atlanta who do not desire to be- 
come a part of Atlanta, and they will 
be present this morning to urge the 
local senator and representatives not to 
support the measure that will permit At- 
lanta to incorporate North Atlanta. 

It may be that the representatives ana 
the senator will tell Mayor Howell a 
rectly after the hearing what they will 
do or they may reserve their decision 
until the afternoon, They will, however, 
inform him today. 


If the senator and the representatives 
‘declare that they will] Support the bill 
to extend the city limits, Mayor Howell 


; will give his approving signature to both 


the resolutions of Councilman Amorous, 
one providing for the purchase of Piea- 
mont park and the other extending the 
city limits to Fifteenth street. 

If the senator and the representatives 


if they say they are undecided, Mayor 
Howell will veto both the resolutions of 
Councilman Amorous and eng the entire 
matter. 

Many compliments have been paid 
Councilman Amorous by both ms felluw 
members of council and others of At- 
Janta because of the businesslike and sys- 
}tematic manner in which he worked for 
the purchase of Piedmont park by the 
city. In addition to the time and la- 
bor he gave the proposition, Councilman 
Amorous purchased $1,000 of stock of 
the exposition company and donated it 
to the municipality, thus placing him 
in the, position he was asking others to 
assume. ; 

Mayor Howell Sent Letter. 

The hearing that will be held this morn- 
‘ing was arranged for after the senutor 
and reywesentatives had received the 
following letter from Mayor Howell: 

“IT attach herewith copy of resolution 
adopted by the city council last Monday 
and afterwards 4pproved by the alder- 
manic board. This resolutioh is now be- 
fore me for approval with the unanimous 
vete of both branches of council. 

“IT have before me for approval resolu. 
tion looking to the purchase of the 
Piedmont park property, for use as a 
park for the city of Atianta, of the de- 
tails of which you have, no doubt. been 
fully informed. : 

“As mayor of the city, I would like to 
approve these resolutions, but I am of 
| the opinion that the ory can provide 
means to pay for the edmont park 
purchase only by receiving the additiona] 
source of income provided by the annex- 
ation of the suburban territory as con- 
templated in the resolution herewith at- 
tached. To this extent the two propo- 
sitions are interdependent. 

‘I cannot sign the Piedmont park pur- 
chase resolution uuless I feel assured that 
the legislature at its approaching session 
will authorize the annexation amendment 
to the city charter. Of course I] realize 
that our immediate representatives can- 
not speak for the general assembly, put I 
iwill feel justified in approving both of 
these resolutions if I receive the assur- 
ance of our senator and representatives 
to support the charter amendment as 
contemplated in’ the attached resolutions,

COMING SESSION 


Can Legislature Legally Meet 
for the Third Term? 


Question Has Been Raised By State 
Treasurer R. E. Park, Who Asks 
Can He Lawfully Pay Mem- 
bers—Referred to Attor- 
ney General Hart. 


State Treasurer R. E. Park yesterday, 
by letter, requested an opinion of Attorney 
General John C. Hart, as to whether the 
coming session of the legislature can be 
legally held, ang whether he can lawfully 
pay the per diems of the members and 
other expenses incident to the session. 

While there has been a good deal of 
talk about the right of the present legis- 
lature to sit for a third term, this 1s 
the first time the question has been for- 
mally raised, and the issue is decidedly 
an interesting one. . 

The present legislature was elected in 
1902 and served fifty days from the 
fourth Wednesday in October of that 
year. At that session a bill was passed 
changing the time of the holding of 
legislative sessions to the fourth Wed- 
nesday in June. This brought the meet- 
ing of the legislature in advance of the 
election on 1904, so that the present legis- 
lature after having served fifty days in 
the summer of 1903, is the only one which 
can sit this year. 

The constitution of the state has noth- 
ing to the contrary. but says specifically 
that the legislature shall be elected for 
two years and shall serve until thetr 
suceessors are elected. The new legisla- 
ture not having been elected, there is no 
other than that elected in 1902 to serve 
this year. 

Point Made by Many. 

Notwithstanding these facts manv 
Georgians have raised the point of the 
legality of a third session for any legis- 
lature. Has any legislature the right to 
serve for three sessions, or at least to 
draw pay for a third session? The belief 
of those who have made the issue is 
that it is illegal for any legislature to 
sit for more than two years, or rather 
for moré'than a total of one hundred 
days, comprising two sessions. 

“Il have asked for the opinion of the 
attorney general,’’ said Treasurer Park 
yesterday, “hecause of the doubt raised by 
a large number of Georgians as to the 
legality of a third session. Personally 
it does not apear to me that there is 
any doubt about the right of the legis- 
lature to assemble for the coming session, 
but because sO many have questioned it, 
I thought it advisable to secure the at- 
torney general's opinion. One of those 
who mentioned the matter to me said 
he had very serious doubts of the legisla- 
ture’s legal and constitutional right 
to sit for a third session, and 
that if I did not take the matter up he 
would do so. Hle was one of the state’s 
best Known attorneys. If there is any 
doubt on the subject at all I would like 
to have it settled before the legislature 
meets because, as treasurer, I have to 
pay out of the state treasury the per 
diems of the members and the expenses 
of the ‘’session.”’ 

Attorney General Hart said he had not 
had time to investigate the matter yet, 
but would do so at once and would render 

is opinion to the tresurer within the 
next week or ten days. 

The total expense of a session of the 
legislaaure is $70,000, or thereabouts, 
and naturally the treasurer does not 
want to pay out any such amount of 
money until the question has been cleared 
from every doubt. 

State officials generally do not think 
there is any doubt as to what the opinion 
will be. So far as those are concerned 
who have looked casually into the matter, 
they state they have been unable to 
find anything that could cast the least 
doubt on the legislature's right to hold 
his opinion to the treasurer within the 
the usual session this summer, the con- 
stitution ‘_providmg for annual session of 
not more than fifty days’ duration,

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CREAT INTEREST 
IN LIBEL SUIT 


Judge Janes’ Suit for $50,- 
000 Is Growing Sensational 


Alleged Libel Grew Out of Political 
Election in Douglas County 
Judge Janes Decided Con- 

test — Mass Meeting 
Passed Resolutions. 


The $50,000 damage suit of Judge C. 
G. Janes against twenty-seven defend- 
ants, which has been occupying the at- 
tention of Judge Reid’s court since last 
Monday, has deVeloped into one of the 
most sensational litigations that has been 
before the courts of Fulton county in @ 
long while. 

Judge Janes is suing for $50,000 
damages for an alleged libel, claim- 
ing that he was _libeled by a set 
of resolutions which were adopted at a 
mass meeting in Douglas county, and 
which, he alleges, was attended by the 
twenty-seven defendants. The resolu- 
tions have been introduced in court and 
they are decidedly peppery. 

She whole affair has grown of 
politics and an effort has Deen made to 
show in court that there are two fac- 
tions in Douglas county which are at 
daggers’ points. Judge Janes was called 
upon to decide a contésted election and 
the faction against which he decided held 
a mass meeting and it was at this meet- 
ing, Judge Janes charges, the defend- 
ants paSsed the resolutions which he 
says were libelous. 

The case is creating the most in- 
tense interest. The court room is packed 
every morning and the lobby is crowded 
with witnesses. More than a hundred 
citizens of Douglas county are present, 
some for the plaintiff and others for the 
defense. Along with the evidence testi- 
mony has been introduced for the pur- 
pose of shéwing that certain witnesses 
could not be believed on oath.

The case so far has occupied three 
days and may last for another week. 

In October, 1902, an election Was held 
in Douglas county for county Officers. 
There was a warm battle at the ballot 
boxes and the sheriff, tax collector and 
treasurer, who were said to have been 
elected from the returns, were cuntest- 
ed. The contest was decided by Judge 
Janes and@ he decided in favor of the con- 
testants. The friends of the contestees 
thereupon held a mass meeting in Doug- 
lasville and a set of resolutions was 
adopted and issued as a circular to tne 
voters of the county. Resolutions pur- 
porting to have been those passed 
the meeting were published and the pub- 
lished resvlutions were Very Warm in 
their criticisms of Judge Janes. That 
was why he brought the suit for $50,- 
000 damages. There were at the meet- 
ing between three and four hundred peo- 
ple. 

The defense sets up, first, that as four 
of the defendants reside in FultOn coun- 
ty and were not at the meeting,

Status of the Case. 

So far about thirty witnesses have 
been examined, about fifteen on each 
side. ‘Me defense has sought to show 
that the four Fulton county citizens 
were not at the meeting. W. A. James 
has been on the stand and stated that 
the resolutions published were not the 
ones passed at the mecting. Members 
of the families of the four Fulton coun- 
ty citizens have testified that the four 
defendants were in Atlanta on the night 
of the mecting. 

The plaintiff has introduced witnesses 
to show that the Atlanta men were at 
the meeting. ‘ney nave also introduced 
witnesses who testined tMat the reso- 
lutions publfshed were the ones passed 
at the meeting. 

The case is very much mixed up, and 
when all the evidence is in and the law- 
yers have gotten through arguing tne 
case, the jury will have one of the Knot- 
tiest problems that any jury was ever 
called upon to solve In a damage suit 
litigation,

“Weill, there is one inevitable fact in 
such a transaction, and that fact is tnat 
the sewing machine she has purchased 
is not worth at the most a nickel more 
than it cost her, while the machine of 
the dealer is worth what he asks for it 
and his goods are reliable. 

“Very often articles of hardware sold 
by mail order are inferior and unreliable, 
but farmers will buy them because it is 
easier“to go to a free delivery mail wag- 
on, buy a money order ang mail a let- 
ter. That saves a trip to town, But it 
gets the farmers inferior goods most 
of the time and it menaces the business 
life of the retail dealer. 

“The associations, however, are not 
taking a radical view of the mairer. The 
members realize that they cannot attempt 
to crush the mail order business by se- 
curing the passage of laws and they are 
simply going ahead to defeat it by busi- 
ness methods. The associations, that is 
the jobber’ asociations, the retail dealers’ 
asociation and the manufacturer’ asoci- 
ations all over the country are agitat- 
ing several plans. 

“One is a request of the manufacturers 
not to sell to mail order houses. but to 
deal entirely with jobbers who, in turn, 
will obligate themselves to sell only to 
retailers. These retail dealers, on the 
other hand, are being urged to advertise 
their business, to issue catalogues and 


circulars, to show the people of their | 


communities that they can sell good 
stuff at really better prices than the 
mail ‘order hot'ses sell inferior stuff. and 
that: they will also ‘take mail orders if 
their customers so desire. 

‘The only’ way'in which the associa- 
tions are seeking to further their ends 
by means of the law is negative. That 
is, they are fighting, and will continue 
to fight, the parcel postage bill, because 
thig measure as it is now pending in 
congress plays directly into the hands of 
the mail order houses. Now the hard- 
ware interests of the United States rep- 
resent an investment of something like 
$500,000,000, with about as little water in 
it as any other line in the country. So 
they are confident of defeating the par- 
cel postage Dill. 

“This mail order problem is the biggest 
thing to come before the Atlanta conven- 
tion, but it is being wisely handled by 
able men. 

“The Atlanta convention of the South- 
ern Hardware Jobbers’ Association is, 
by the way, the best convention the asso- 
ciation has ever held, in point of attend- 
ance, value and general good time to 
the visitors. But we knew when we 
came here that Atlanta was simply going 
to take off the lid and keep it off and 
we've accepted that splendid hospitality 
in the spirit in which it was offered.”’

MISSING GIRL’S-HAT 


Whose Disappearance From Her 
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MISS SOPHIE KLOECKLER, 


Atlanta Detectives Another Mystery to Solve. 


| FOUND ON LAKE’S BANK 
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Home on Grant Street, Has Given 
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Miss Sophie Kloeckler Disappears Suddently From 
Her Home---Her Hat Found and Identified 
Shortly After Midnight This Morning.

At 10 o’clock last night a black 
chiffon hat, corresponding exactly 
with the one worn by Miss Kloeck- 
ler at the time of her disappear- 
ance, was found at the culvert at 
the extreme east end of the lake 
at Lakewood by G. D. Coolie, an 
employee at the dancing pavilion. 

Coolie turned the hat over to Of- 
ficer Morris, and it was brought to 
police barracks early this morn- 
ing. . 

The hat was taken at once to the 
home of Miss Kloeckler, where it 
was identified by the mother and 
sisters as the hat of the missing 
woman. 

Coolie was walking around the 
lake for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether or not anyone was 
trying to steal fish from traps, and 
when’ at the culvert at the oppo- 
site end of the lake he saw a dark 
object on the ground just at the 
water's edge. Stopping down and 
picking up the object, he was sur- 
prised to find it was a woman's 
hat. 

The lake will be dragged early 
this ‘morning, and it is the opinion 
of some that the body of the young 
woman will be found under the 
water. 

A thorough search on the ground 
where the hat was found showed 
that the ground had been torn 
up around the edge of the jake 
and that there had apparently been 
a struggle just at the watgy’'s 
edge, 

The fact that a young woman, an- 
swering ‘the description of Miss 
Kloeckler had been seen in com- 
pany with a young man at South 
Bend, in the Lakewood neighbor- 
hood, yesterday afternoon has 
caused the officers connected with 
the case to think there has been 
fou] piay. 
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Where is Sophie Kloeckler? 

Has she been foully dealt with, or is 
she wandering around the vicinity of 
Atlanta in a deranged condition? 

The young woman disappeared from 
her home at 355 Grant street, next to the 
corner of Georgia avenue, at 8 o'clock 
Tuesday. morning and the entire police 
and detective department of Atlanta has 
been trying to locate her since early 
yesterday morning when her disappear- 
ance was reported to them. 

Miss Kioeckler is 24 years old, 5 teet 
and 6 inches tall, weighs about 170 
pounds, has brown hair and eyes and a 
large mole on her left cheek. Whén she 
left her home Tuesday morning she wore 
a black dress of ght material With a 
black chiffon hat. 

Miss Kloeckler has been employed at 
the Model bakery, !0!

“T cannot imagine whre my child is,”’ 
moaned the anxious mother.

SENATOR BACON 
BACK FROM CUBA 


Georgian Much Improved by 
His Outing

Considers Guantanamo Ideal Place 
Naval Station—Found Cuban 
People Friendly to United 
States and Desirous of 
Closer Relations.

Washington, May 25.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Bacon and the other memberg af the 
party of senators and representatives 
who went to Cuba with the secretary of 
the navy upon a tour of inspection of the 
new naval station at Guantanamo have 
arrived in Washington, and the senator 
will leave at once for his home in 
Macon. 

Senator Bacon, who was considerably 
run down after his winter of continuous 
service, is brown as a berry and lookh in 
the perfection of physical condition. He 
will do a lot of campaigning gor tig na- 
tional ticket later in the year when the 
contest is on, but in the meantime will 
spend his time in Georgia. 

The party first wami to Guantanamo, 
which wag found to be an ideal place for 
a naval station. Senator Bacon says the 
harbor there is excellent, with a narrow 
entrance and plenty of deep water inside 
for shelter. The work of preparation be- 
ing done by the navy department, hag 
progressed n a highly satisfactory man- 
ner, gaving promise of splendid results. 
It will undoubtedly prove of great value 
to the United States, especially after the 
Pahama canal is completed. 

Conditions In Havana, 

From Guantanamo the party went to 
Havana, where their investigation was 
directed especially to the trade condi- 
tions as they have. developed undér the 
reciprocity treaty. ‘‘We found that the 
increase both in imports from the United 
States and in exports to the United 
States has meen marked,’ said Senator 
Bacon. “The figures show that the vol- 
ume of trade has increased something 
like 70 per cent, and there is every rea- 
son to anticipate a steady and certain 
growth. 

' “The feeling toward the Unitha States 
is most cordial,’’ continued the senator. 
“One of the most significant facts ag 
showing the trend toward closer relation- 
ship is that you find in all the shop win- 
dows of Havana the prices of things 
marked in American dollars and cents 
instead of the Cuban currency. American 
money is current in all lines of trade, 
The shopkeepers give you both the Amer- 
ican and the Cuban prices on all articles— 
that is, the price in Ameriean and Cuban 
money—and you can make your purchases 
without being put to the necessity of 
having your money, whichever you may 
have, changed. The entire ‘attitude of the 
people seems to be that of considering 
themselves a part of the Angrican sys- 
tem, and the feeling of all classeg igs for 
increasingly closer relationship.’’ 

Pensacola and New Orleans. 

From Havana the party went to Pensa- 
coia, where the navy yard was inspected, 
and from there to New Orleans. At the 
latter city there was an inspection of 
the government property of. different 
kinds, and a trip up the river through 
the Eads jetties. These inspections, Sen- 
ator Bacon says, were not only very in- 
teresting, but highly valuable to the sen- 
ators and representatives, who are called 
upon from time to time to pass upon ap- 
propriations and other matters of legisla- 
tion pertaining to these properties. 

A personal view of them naturally 
gives legislators an understanding which 
could not be obtained from any number 
of government reports.

From the start growing weather in 
America and a weakness in foreign 
Markets had a depressing influence On 
wheat, July opening a shade to 1!-4@

strengthened by a reported settlement of 
the grain showelers’ strike at Buffalo.
